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THE UPTODATE METHOD. 

The Oratholic policy has been to let each bishop confine 
his attention to the needs of his particular diocese, and every 
priest to concern himself only about the wants of his par- 
ticular parish, though he would be responsible for a few col- 
lections during the year for some general church and dio- 

eepan needs. .We have, for instance, a collection for the 

and Negro Missions on the first Sunday in Lent, and a 
eaten for the Catholic University on the first Sunday in 
Advent. Then, some time during the year there is a collec- 
tion for Peter’s Pence. These three may be regarded as gen- 
eral collections in this country. Then, according to an ar- 
rangement in the different dioceses, there may be a collection 
for the orphans, and for the students studying for the priest- 
hood, and for the infiry and aged priests. Each collection is 
taken up without any relation to a budget, and in few in- 
stances are the people aroused to a high pitch of enthusiasm 
over the canse which they are asked to assist. Hence, gen- 
erally speaking, the collections are not at all as big as they 
should be. It is customary for the priest to-anhounce on ‘one 
Sunday that this or that special collection will be taken up on 
the next, and most people forget al] about it during the week 
and come unprepared for a decent offering. When the an- 
nouncement is renewed at the Mass during which the collec- 
tion is gathered, people fumble through their pockets, to see 
if they may not have a dime to give instead of a nickel, or a 
quarter instead of a dime. 

I feel certain that the priests of the United States and 
their people would actually relish the introduction of a 
method which would reduce the number of collections and still 
bring greater revenue to the big causes of the Church. At 
this moment it is everywhere felt that Americans should give 
tere to the Missions, that the National Catholic Welfare 
Council should be generously supported, that suffering 

must look to this country for assistance, etc., etc. 
Now, if the Catholic body were aggregated to the N. C. W. C. 
by parishes instead of by societies and individuals, if each 
parish were assessed at the rate of $1.00 the family for all 
these works taken together, they’ would be handsomely sup- 
ported and several of the collections now ordered could be 
stopped altogether. Discounting assistance from the Latins, 
who have not been ediicated to give at all, more than $5,000,- 
000 should be raised on the $1.00 a family basis. From this 
amount the N. ©. W. C. could receive twice as much as it is 
now getting; the university twice as much; the Indian and 
Negro Missions twice as much, and there would still be left 
$4,000,000 for Home and Foreign Missions and Peter’s Pence. 
In some extraordinary year, when distress is to be relieved, 
as is now the case in Europe, the budget could be increased 
by 60 per cent or 100 per cent. In other words, $1.50 the 
family or $2.00 the family could be levied against the parish, 
and both priest and people would prefer this arrangement to 
the taking up of many unexpected collections. 

The budget system has the further advantage of enab- 
ling our leaders to plan and fulfill plans. In fact, in this age, 
no other method is half-way satisfactory. We would be 
pleased to have a kind of poll from our priests and people on 
this suggestion. We feel certain that the bishops would 
gladly introduce one such collection if priests and people were 
known to favor it. 


HAVE WORTHY MOTIVE, 

In giving to the Church let i be sure that our 
dispositions are right. Many a gift is goiled by the unholy 
intention. If we give best when the priest himself passes the 
@ollection basket, or when we are to receive credit by having 
our names published, or for any other reason that has no 
reference to God or His religion, we lose the merit, 

That Heaven loves a cheerful giver is a saying as old as 
the human race; and that a gift is valued by the giver’s heart 
and not by its amount is beautifully illustrated by the parable 
of the poor widow's mite. There is an excellent story of a 
rich but very stingy old Scotchman, who once accidentally 
laid a guinea in place of a penny in the contribution box as it 
was passed round the church. He attempted to take it back, 
but was prevented by the vigilant deacon, who refused to give 
up any thing that was “fon the Lord’s plate.” “Weel,” he 
grunted, as he leaned back in his pew, “I'll get credit for it in 
Heaven.” “Nae, Jamie,” said his friend the deacon, “ye’ll 
no get credit in Heaven for ony thing but the penny ye 
thought to gie.” 

It may be true that Sam Jones does not give according to 
his means, as you estimate his ability to give, but the Lord 
will take care of him at the proper time. If you give any- 
thing under one-tenth of your income, you are not overgiving 
according to the law that Almighty God Himself made for 
the Jews. Therefore, give your portion cheerfully, for the 

love of God, and for the furtherance of the greatest cause on 
earth. In so doing you will earn many blessings, not the least 
being a possible saving of much money by being spared sick- 
ness or other misfortune.
